People of Newark 


TALKS OF HIS EXPERIENCE 


Well Treated While at Columbus 


Prison-Appreciates Kind Words 


of His Friends. 


The remarkable spectacle of a man 


just released from the 
penitentiary, 


returning home and receiving the cor- 
dial greeting and best wishes of th'e 
leading people of the community was 
witnessed in Newark Friday morning 


The man is Harry P. Scott, who sur- 


rendered to the federal authorities on 
July 8, 1904, and who has just com- 


pleted his sentence for violation of the 
national banking law. 


Friends who have^ kept informed 


about Scott's case/Jcnew that he would 
be free Friday, but not even members 
of his family_knew the time of his re- 
turn home. 
Just before 
the 
early 


Panhandle train arrived Friday morn- 
ing a few friends were informed that 
Scott was coming and several were 
present at the station to extend him 
the hand of welcome. Mr. Henry S. 
Fleek and Mr. William C. Miller, two 
of the leading men of the city, escort- 
ed Mr. Scott to his home in Hudson 
avenue in Mr. Fleek's automobile and 
after a short time Mr. Scott went to 
call upon his mother, Mrs Alda Scott, 
and his brothers and sisters. 


All along the street he was stopped 


by men and vwomen, boys and 
girls, 


and was shown in every way that his 
return to Newark was welcome. People 
in every walk of life, high and low, 
people who were personally acquainted 
with Mr. Scott and those who knew 
him only by sight, stopped him upon 
the street or called him by telephone 
to express their pleasure that bis try- 
ing ordeal in the big prison was over. 


When seen by the 
Advocate 
Mr. 


Scott said: 


"I feel very deeply the many expres- 


sions of kindness shown me by the 
people of Newark and all that I can 
say is that I appreciatesthe cordial re- 
ception that I have received. 


"I am indeed glad to back to New- 


ark " 


Harry P. Scott entered a plea of nolo 


contendere to an indictment in Judge 
A. C. Thompson's court at Columbus, 
charging a violation of the 
national 


bank law. He expected a fine but was 
given a sentence of 13 months In the 
Ohio prison. The case was carried to 
the United States court of appeal^, but 
that court sustained Judge Thompson 
and Scott who had been released upon 
a bond of $10,000, surrendered to the 
United States Marshal at Cincinnati 
and began his term of imprisonment 
on July S. Prisoners serving a sent- 
ence of one year are allowed five days 
off each month for good behavior and 
those serving a sentence of two years 
or one year and a fraction are given 
six days off each month for good con- 
duct 
This made Scott's term expire 


on May 19, and he stepped out of the 
big prison at 5-30 a. m 
After break- 


fast at the Chittenden he took a train 
at once for Newark. 


Why was Harry Scott accorded an 


ovation upon his return home? Why 
should he receive the 
cordial 
hand- 


shake of the foremost men and women 
of the community after his discharge 
from a prison cell? 


The answer is easy. Scott violated 


the law but he did so for a double 
purpose: first, to shield a 
life-long 


friend and save him from prison, if 
possible: second, to recover for his 
father in-law's bank the sum of $33.- 
000 that had been stolen. 


Scott permitted Harry .T. Hoover to 


have access to the books of the Peoples 
National bank and allowed Hoover to 
change the entries in the book so as 
to permit the return of $35,000 which 


had previously been taken from the 
bank. Scott and Hoover had been 
chums from childhood. He permitted 
the changes to be made not to take 
money out of the bank but to secure its 
return. He did not profit one cent by 
the transaction, but says that he was 
led to violate the law in order to save 
Hoover and to get back to the bank 
the money that had been taken. Scott's 
father-in-law, 
the 
late 
Benjamin 


Franklin, was president of the bank 
at that time. 


Mr. Scott looks well and says he 


feels well. Speaking of his experience 
he said: 


"When I entered the 
prison 
last 


.Tulv. I was treated a<? pvprv other man 
and was assigned to a cell where I 
slept for four months. I asked 
no 


favors from Warden Hershey but was 
nevertheless well treated by him. He 
gave me an easy task in the office of 
the state shop where prison clothing 
and shoes are provided the prisoners 
and I was allowed to havt food sent 
in and to have my washing done out- 
side the prison laundry. 


"During my experience at Columbus 


I learned to cook and over a little gas 
stove in the office of my department 
I prepared my own meals and 'kept 
house.' 
After 
Warden 
Gould 
took 


charge of the prison 
some of my 


friends appealed to him in my behalf 
and he very kindly consented to allow 
me to have a cot in the office, and aft- 
er that I was allowed to sleep there. 
Every courtesy consistent with prison 
discipline was accorded me and both 
the officals and guards were kind at 
all times. 


"My place in the office of the state 


shop brought me in touch with all in- 
coming and outgoing prisoners. My 
duties were of a clerical nature and 
were light, often too light as it would 
have been better to have been occupied 
all the time. 


"The saddest scene of the many I 


have witnessed in 
the 
past 
eight 


months was enacted the other day 
when Lewis P. Ohliger, the Wooster 
bank president and former Congress- 
man in the Canton district, entered 
the prison to begin an eight year term 
The old man was completely crushed 
and when the officials gave him the 
prison garments to take place of the 
black suit which he wore, the picture 
of despair that came over the man 
would have touched the heart of any 
one. I turned away unable to look at 
him." 


Mr. Scott says that he bad no plans 


for the future but will remain in New- 
ark wherB he will later determine up- 
on his future course.
